tor of the FBI in 1921. At the time he’ 
assumed the directorship, the FBI did not { 
enjoy ifs present widespread respect. In- 
deed, under the Ilarding administration, 
it had fallen to low repute. But under Mr. 
Ifoover it has steadily grown in effective- 

ness and public confidence. 
The work of the FBI and Central Intel- 


ligence are similar in many respects. But 
the CIA must be world-wide in its scope, 
which, for America, is pioneering in a new 
field. Until the last war, this country had 
not recognized the need for such a service, 
and the organization formed during the 
war was allowed to fall apart during the 
demobilization period. Now a sound intel- 
ligence system has become one of the most 
jargent needs of our defense establishment, |
